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Committee reports inconsistencies in budget, 
pointing to dramatic fund transfers

“The city general fund is not in balance unless 
you include CRA funds, and those funds are totally 
separate from the general fund,” said Steven A. 
Broiles, spokesperson for the group calling 
themselves the Committee At Large. “Our city has 
spent gas tax and CRA money illegally. 

They believe that the city has been “misap¬ 
propriating funds and also violating the California 
Constitution by financing the general fund deficit 
out of future years’ general fund revenues,” explain¬ 
ed Broiles. 

“We’re paying off the debt from the year 
before. That’s illegal.” 

The group has spent weeks reviewing city 
budgets for several years past, pondering over the ci¬ 
ty audit done recently by Edwards, Eichel and 
Beranek of Pasadena, and they believe they have 
found areas in which the city of Sierra Madre has 
misappropriated restricted funds and improperly 
borrowed in the 1992-93 fiscal year. 

In a letter to the auditors following review of 
this year’s audit, they also charge, “The 1992 Audit 
also confirms the occurrence of a questionable prac¬ 
tice in fiscal year 1991-92 of expenditures exceeding 


budgeting appropriations and which I suspect hap¬ 
pened again in 1992-93 fiscal year,” according to 
Broiles. 

Line by line, Broiles, representing the Commit¬ 
tee At Large, points out what he believes are incon¬ 
sistencies. 

A brief review of these items includes the 
following: 

• They ask on what date the City Council ap¬ 
proved of borrowing “by the general fund from 
restricted fund types of up to $1 million, to be 
repaid by Sept. 30, 1993?” 

• They ask what specific restricted fund types 
were approved by the City Council as a source 
of the general fund borrowing? 

• “Have the proposed funds been repaid?” 

Broiles states that according to the audit, “since 
1988 the city’s general fund has experienced expend¬ 
itures over revenues of approximately $1,700,000.’ 

They ask which fiscal years the borrowing oc¬ 
curred, the amounts repaid and the revenue source. 

The committee, voiced by Broiles, asks on what 
date (during 1991-92 fiscal year) did management 


apprise the City Council “that the council approves 
of expenditures in excess of appropriations and what 
was the amount of the excess? What documents do 
you rely upon to support that statement? 

Concerning the 1992-93 fiscal year, were there 
expenditures to exceed appropriations. Again, they 
ask when council was apprised by management and 
on what date did the council approve of the expend¬ 
itures in excess of appropriations? 

The committtee contends that reports to the 
state controller are not in sync over the years. 

Specifically, they believe they have found enough in¬ 
consistencies to question management s role in the 
inputting of information. 

Broiles points out that the committee has found 
deficits in the 1990, 1991 and 1992 figures which do 
••not agree with what the city has reported in its 
budgets. 

They believe that for 1990 the deficit is 
$601,611. For 1991, the deficit is $566,907, accord¬ 
ing to Broiles; and for 1992, the committee has 
found a deficit of $924,323, says Broiles. 

Those figures do not agree with budgets that 
have been published.

The following exclusive phone interview with 
Sierra Madrean Roger Keith was one as he sat in his 
office in Sioux Falls. S.D.. recalling the flood 
damage throughout the Midwest. Keith is executive 
director of the Red Cross in the San Gabriel Valley. 
Ed. ^ 

On his into Sioux Falls, South Dakota, 
Roger Keith of Sierra Madre, executive director 
of the Red Cross of the San Gabriel Valley, said 
all he saw was water. 

"Looking down as we approached that area, 
we saw no farmland. There was a series of 
lakes. Ninety percent of the roads are still 
flooded. The interstate kept the water from 
flowing on either side at the lowa/South Dakota 
borders," he explained. 

Since July 7, Keith, who is headquartered in 
Pasadena, has served as government liaison 


officer which means it is his responsibility to 
interface with all city, county, state and federal 
offices, representing the Red Cross. That is the 
assistance he has been assigned under the 
auspices of the Red Cross. 

"Driving through South Dakota is rural like 
Sierra Madre was 40 years ago. It is a vicious 
circle here. If the crops don’t grow, there is no 
money. And help is another year away. For the 
last 10 years this area has been suffering a 
drought and all of the farmers’ loans taken out 
during that time are due. Now the flooding will 
continue and the water will be out there for 
months. The Mississippi River is over 20 feet 
higher. Sewers are backed up into basements, 
and if basements are pumped out, they collapse 
because of the lack of integrity of the soaked 
land around homes," Keith explained. 


He explained that a small town of Montrose, 
South Dakota, has between 500 and 600 people. 
"We’ve been feeding 350 of those people three ' 
times a day for over a week. Many people go to 
visit relatives or friends during the flooding, and 
what a sight they see when they return." 

Sixteen counties have been affected in that 
area, and much of his work has involved Native 
Americans which includes the Sioux tribe. The 
Indians consider themselves a separate nation 
from the United States and the federal entities 
treat them differently so far as building codes, 
that sort of thing, are involved." 

Keith said he attended a pow wow in 
Flandreau, and explained that Yankton, S.D., is 
part of the Sioux reservation.

tenure, citizens of Sierra Madre have rested comfort¬ 
ably knowing that they were living in a city boasting 
one of the lowest crime rates in the state,” a 
spokesperson from city hall said. 

“Bill Betts’ service to this community for 
almost 30 years cannot be overstated. He has spent 
tireless hours alongside similarly dedicated members 
of our Police Department, ensuring for the safety of 
all of us. We will miss Bill’s presence and leadership 
and wish him good health and happiness in his 
retirement,” the spokesperson concluded.

Next week Sierra Madre loses a business that 
has been here since 1977, Hopkins Shop. 

John Hopkins Sr., and his son and daughter, 
John Jr. and Victoria Rangel, are literally moving 
lock, stock and barrel to Moncks Comer, South 
Carolina, which is located almost directly east of 
Sierra Madre on the other side of the United 
States. 

"I hate to leave Sierra Madre but there comes 
a time when it’s a luxury we can’t afford. And 
it’s so crowded here in Southern California with 
the jammed freeways. Thirty minutes there are 
quicker than five miles here," John Sr. said last 
week. 

Moncks Comer is smaller than Sierra Madre— 
6000 people. It’s 28 miles from Charleston and 
they are located two miles from town. 

Hopkins Shop sells to gift shops all over the 
country, including Disneyland, Disneyworld, 
Knotts Berry Farm and Medieval Times. They 
have a selection of wooden toys and hydrostone 
(hard plastic) castles and homes that have become 
very popular. 

They started in East Pasadena in 1973 with 


wooden toys and moved to Sierra Madre four 
years later. They really "hit it big" when the toy 
train became so popular, and their success has 
climbed ever since. 

John Sr. was bom in Minnesota and moved 
with his parents to Southern California in 1918. 
His only sister died last November. He was a 
carpenter for years before hitting onto the clever 
wooden toys that launched his successful 
"Hopkins Shop." 

They purchased land that would sell for $1 
million here for half that price in South CaroliM. 
They purchased the property and built the office 
building at a much reduced rate than would cost 
here, he explained. 

"With the California labor laws, taxes and the 
insurance stmeture, it’s a losing proposition to be 
here," John Sr. explained. The climate is hotter 
in the summer and the humidity is high, and the 
winters are colder, "But it is so beautiful with its 
pine forests, oak trees." 

So it’s farewell to friends and to another 
business that find other climes more provocative 
than California.

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Keep fire safety 
in mind when 
designing 
your home 




Tod^s homes and apart¬ 
ments should be designed 
with fire safety in mind in 
order to minimize tlie chance 
of fire tragedy and possible 
loss of life, explains the Cal¬ 
ifornia FAIR Plan, a syn¬ 
dicated fire insurance pool 
which insures properties 
in both brush and urban 
areas. 

Every room should have 
adequate window and door 
exits. Bedroom windows 
with older security bars 
should be replaced with 
the newer break-away bars 
so that an emergency es¬ 
cape during a fire is avail¬ 
able if needed. 

Double dead bolt locks 
should not be locked dur¬ 
ing occupancy or the key 
should be left in the lock 
to allow fast exit. Smoke 
detectors should be installed 
in hallways outside bed¬ 
rooms and homeowners 
may want to consider in¬ 
stalling standard residen¬ 
tial sprinklers. 

Care should be taken 
when choosing interior 
finishes and insulation, as 
some are more combustible 
than others. Windows 
should be double-glazed 
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SO that if a fire is outside 
the home, a higher temper¬ 
ature is needed to break 
the glass. Also, wood shake 
shingled roofs - particular¬ 
ly in canyons and brush 
areas, or near trees - should 
not be installed, and should 
be replaced due to the dan¬ 
gerous fire hazard from 
flying burning brands dur¬ 
ing high wind conditions. 

The California FAIR 
Plan, a syndicated fire in¬ 
surance pool, suggest being 
familiar with these facts 
about burning plastics. 
Many plastics common to 
the home have hazardous 
characteristics when burn¬ 
ing. Among these are rapid 
spreading of flames, ex¬ 
treme amounts of generated 
heat, large amounts of 
dense smoke and the re¬ 
lease of toxic gases. 

When using sources of 
fire, such as a stove, barbe¬ 
cue or heater, use extra 
care if plastic items are 
around. Don’t throw plas¬ 
tic items in the fireplace or 
leave them on the stovetop. 

Use normal fire preven¬ 
tion methods to prevent 
accidental fires involving 
all combustibles.

The Modern Dinosaurs

Thirty-five million years ago, give or take a 
few million, the last dinosaur gave up his over¬ 
sized ghost. At least that is what learned scient¬ 
ists tell us, who depend on fossil remains and 
theories for their assumptions. All those 
millions of years are about right as far as I am 
concerned. I am glad I was not there and I cer¬ 
tainly am happy that they are not here. It would 
be unsettling to look out the bedroom window 
some morning and see a 60-foot beast in the 
backyard, not to mention a dire wolf or a saber- 
toothed tiger, who came later. Nor would 1 
want to see a 20-foot flying lizard on the garage 
roof. According to those who are supposed to 
know, 95 percent of all the creatures that have 
inhabited the earth died out millions of years 
before Man made his appearance. Man had 
nothing to do with the extinction of life, which 
is more than can be said now. 

Man from the beginning has been a 
destroyer, as far as Nature is concerned. The 
struggle to live, to expand, to have a better life, 
all depended on wrenching necessities of life 
from the soil and water. 

In the last century, and especially in the 
last generation, there has been an awakening to 
the need to do something about wildlife preser¬ 
vation and even expansion of many species. 
This is a good sign, but it will be a long, uphill 
fight. It is too easy to be wasteful, and the most 
difficult thing in the world is to make someone 
change the habits of a lifetime. Hunters do not 
want their “rights” infringed on and farmers 
do not want “interference.” We live in an in¬ 
creasingly chemical world, and our lifetyles de¬ 
mand products that rob the soil, pollute the 


water and fill the air with toxic wastes. 

As a small boy I worked with my mother in 
our garden on the banks of the Mississippi, and 
because our living depended a great deal on 
what the soil produced, I developed what came 
to be almost a reverence for the earth. I was 
taught at an early age the importance of that 
precious 12 inches of topsoil which produces 
most of our food and has a great bearing on our 
water supplies. Some years ago, a long time 
after my childhood days, I saw something 
frightening, perhaps a prelude to what may well 
be a future tragedy for mankind. 

1 was back in Iowa, visiting a farmer 
friend. One afternoon he took me for a ride 
through the farmlands near Fairfield. A sudden 
storm came up and he parked the car at the 
roadside near a newly plowed field, so steep it 
should never have seen a plow. On the fresh 
earth was a layer of grey powder, weed poison. 
Farmers no longer cultivate corn...they depend 
on poison to kill the weeds. In front of our 
eyes, the pounding rain became rivulets in the 
furrows, carrying sway the precious topsoil and 
weed poison to the creek below, there to clog 
the creek and pollute the undergrond water sup- 
ly. It took millons of years to create that 12 inch¬ 
es of soil, but a small portion of it was being 
destroyed in minutes. My friend shook his 
head, and with some unprintable words ex¬ 
pressed his opinion of the man who had plowed 
the steep slope. 

Some years back there was a wonderful 
strip cartoon called “Pogo the Possum.” Pogo 
was a small, inoffensive creature much given to 
philosophic musings. One of his meditations 
was a gem...“We have met the enemy, and he is

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Letters from home 


With some apology to past Wordsworth, I 
write this prose bit on recollections of early child¬ 
hood - and later. 

When my father and mother and the two 
oldest boys (of four) came to Iowa from Fries¬ 
land in the Netherlands, Dad was fluent in a half- 
dozen languages, and could read the classic ones. 

Mom could speak Dutch, no English. That 
was rather common when the 1900s arrived in 
much of Europe. Women hadn’t “libbed.” 

Though she retained a strong dialect, she 
learned fast, and became quite creative in words 
and phrases, frequently giving new twists to com¬ 
mon sayings. 

Her equivalent to “There’s a man for 
every woman,” turned to “There’s a lid for 
every pot.” 

When 1 objected to her early wake-up call 
after a late bedtime, she reverted to Dutch to 
moralize. “If you fish at night, you have to dry 
your nets in the daytime.” 

When a nosy neighbor would wonder if 
"Betty Doe didn’t look awfully far along for a 
new bride of six months,” she would say, matter 
of factly, “The first one can come any time; the 
rest take longer.” End of comment. 

When parental conversation moved to sub¬ 
jects the kids shouldn’t hear, she usually silenced 
Dad’s English with the warning, “Little ears can 
hear big.” 


Now, when Dad reverted to Friesian, it 
was to provide a stern warning. There was that 
expression, pronounced phonetically, “pahsiep, 
younga.” Literal translation, “Look out kid, 
no more. That’s it.” 

When we would muse, “1 wish I had a dol¬ 
lar (or anything else),” the usual answer was, 
“It isn’t what you want that makes you fat, it’s 
what you get.” 

Molded by old-time Calvinist upbringing. 
Mom harbored considerable belief in predestina¬ 
tion and retribution. “Never get too happy, or 
too sad.” 

She was proud of her offspring. She en¬ 
couraged them. But she always tempered suc¬ 
cess with reservation. ’ 

At age 10, when 1 proclaimed I had scored 
a basket in the grade school basketball game, 
or later, I had received an “A” in a test, her 
usual response was, “That’s fine, but don’t get 
the ‘big head.’” 

So 1 wasn’t surprised with her response 
when at 40,1 called to tell her 1 had been elected 
to the U.S. Congress: “Yahn, yahn, that’s nice. 
But don’t get the big head.” 

You could say, “Pride goeth before the 
fall,” but Mom would have figured that was 
“wordy.” 

Maar, het hindert niet (“But it matters 
not”).

day-to-day existence of. the drug addict. The 
focus of life is the next fix. Days stretch 
through the endless series of getting money, 
finding drugs and shooting up, then starting the 
cycle again. The cycle is interrupted only when 
the user can’t get his drugs, because he’s been 
arrested, his money or source is gone, or he’s 
“taking the cure,’’ kicking the habit. Then 
withdrawal, or “junk sickness,’’ forces the ad¬ 
dict out of his drug-induced coma and into the 
reality of physical pain. Some quit drugs after 
this ordeal. Others are destined to use again, 
sucked back into the cycle by the junky life¬ 
style, repeating the cycle until the last relief is 
death. 

Unlike “Naked Lunch,’’ which gave us the 
disjointed, horrific experience of Burroughs’/- 
Lee’s drug trips, “Junky” guides us through 
the scrounging, sleazy life of the drug addict’s 
downward spiral. The seeds of “Naked Lunch” 
are contained in “Junky”: homosexual en¬ 
counters, Burroughs’ fascination with hanging/ 
choking and the resulting sexual response, 
his repulsion/attraction to insects. But per¬ 
meating “Junky” is the desperateness, the 
hopelessness and the disregard of addiction.

This works quite well, 
but, when genders are 
switched, we are not as 
used to it as was the 
Elizabethan audience and 
there is an inevitable un¬ 
dercurrent of humor, 
fortunately not entirely 
out of place. 

All in all, everybody 
is excellent, except Billy 
Mayo as Othello.

branched out into English as a Second Language. 

The city of Pasadena asked her to develop a 
course in accent reduction and inter-cultural com¬ 
munication three years ago. She has assisted in the 
public works department, and next year will double 
up in two sessions in the fall and two in the spring, 
teaching all supervisors and managers who are foreign- 
born. 

“It is terrific to work with them because they 
are very motivated,” Blackmon said. 

The county library system has hired her to do 
“understanding cultural diversity” throughout the 
whole organization. 

Blackmon has developed a sideline of tapes for 
her students to use out of class. Who has assisted 
her with this sideline? Brubaker Tapes located in 
Sierra Madre. 

Her monthly newsletter being sent into the San 
Gabriel Valley gives helpful hints in grammar and 
writing. She would like to expand this part of the 
business and hopes to sell her tape products via order 
through the mail for professionals who want to ex¬ 
pand their language skills. 

Hopefully, the tape business will expand so that 
this will become the entire business thrust for Black¬ 
mon. 

“The world is exploding because nobody listens 
to each other. I’m trying to make my contribution by 
bridging the planet language barrier,” Blackmon 
explained. 

How did she get where she is? She was born in 
rural Alabama and came with her family to California 
in 1952. Her father got a job as an electrician at the 
military base in China Lake. 

“I was ostracized as a child because I had a back¬ 
ward accent. It’s made me have compassion for out¬ 
siders.”

Blackmon left China Lake at age 18 and entered 
UC Riverside as a Russian language major. She was 
married during college and moved with her new 
husband to Spokane, Wash., so her husband could 
finish school. They moved back to Pasadena with 
her husband graduating from Fuller. Her son, Michael, 
was born in Washington and her daughter. Tiffany, 
was born in Southern California. She and her hus¬ 
band are now divorced. 

Tiffany is a handicapped child and son Michael 
is married, lives in Sierra Madre, also, and is major-t 
ing in anthropology at Cal State University Los 
Angeles.

How toxic is rat poison to doM and cats? My dog 
ingested some but then vomitecTup. 

Rat baits (eg. D-Con) are toxic to dogs and pits. They 
act by interfering with vitamin K production in the 
stomach. Vitamin K is essential to the formation of 
certain clotting factors produced by the liver. When 
these factors are not produced, blood will not clot 
normally. As a result, they will bleed excessively. 
Slewing can cx:cur from just about anywhere in the 
body. Most commonly Weeing occurs from the nose, 
gums and urintuy tract. Bleeding can also ocoir into 
the lungs causing breathing difficulties. Bruising of 
the skin my also occur. Treatment consists of sup¬ 
portive CJire !uid vitamin K administrabon. A plasma 
or blood transfusion may be necessary to replace 
blood and clotting factors, it is very important to 
induce vomiting if ingestion has occurred within an 
hour. Rat bait is very palatable to dogs and cats as 
well as rats thus it must be keep out of reach.

Arcadia Happenings 
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Highland homeowners 
attack mansionization 




Members of the 
Highlands Homeowners’ 
Association last week 
received a letter from 
association president 
James Thomas asking 
for their support and 
signatures on a petition 
restricting or eliminating 
subterranean garages. 

The petition has come 
about because the Ar¬ 
cadia City Council on 
June 15 voted 3-2 against 
the homeowners’ Arch¬ 
itecture Review Board 
denial of plans for a 
building project on the 
corner of Oakwood and 
Grandview. “The plans 
will create a house which 
rises over 35-feel from 
the floor of its subter¬ 
ranean garage and the 
adjacent street curb!” 
explained Thomas in the 
letter. The project will 
contain 7723 square feel. 


including a 1796 square 
foot garage, shop and 
wine cellar, on a corner 
lot of 10,516 square feet. 

The Architecture 
Review Board rejected 
the plans because it felt 
that the project was “not 
in harmony with the 
neighboring homes.” 

“We think we can help 
alleviate this trend by 
petitioning for a change 
in the ordinance,” con¬ 
tinued Thomas, who ex¬ 
plained in the letter that 
the current law stipulates 
a 30-foot height limit, 
but does not include any 
structure below the main 
building pad level when 
measuring that height. 

The petition proposes 
two options: amending 
Ordinance No. 1986 so 
that the prohibition of 
subterranean garages 


now in force in all other 
R-1 and R-0 zones ex¬ 
tends to the hillside area; 
and amending the or¬ 
dinance to require that 
any proposed hillside- 
area house with a subter¬ 
ranean garage be limited 
to 30-feet in height, 
measured from the gar¬ 
age floor to the rooftop 
for that portion of the 
structure directly above 
the garage. 

Thomas suggested that 
homeowners move fast 
to prevent mansioniza¬ 
tion in the Highlands 
because a similar struc¬ 
ture is now being design¬ 
ed for the southwest cor¬ 
ner of Carolwood and 
Elkins PI.

On Aug. 1 the city of 
Arcadia will lake over 
the National Guard 
Armory facility, which it 
purchased five years ago 
for $1.86 million. At the 
time the city negotiated 
the purchase it was an¬ 
ticipated that the proper¬ 
ty, located on Hunt¬ 
ington Drive adjacent to 
the Arcadia Police 
Department, would be 
used for an expanded 
civic center complex 
and/or a new police fac¬ 
ility. 

The local National 
Guard Armory, which 
was most recently called 
into duty during the rjcits 
that followed the verdict 
in the Rodney King beat¬ 


ing, will relocate in Glen¬ 
dale. 

The city sold the arm¬ 
ory property in 1950 for 
$1. Pete Kinnahan, assis¬ 
tant city manager for 
economic development, 
said that he can only 
speculate the reason for 
the low price, but that it 
was a time following 
World War 11 when there 
were fears of Communist 
invasion. 

The city paid $1.4 
million to buy back the 
2.1 acre parcel and 
allowed the armory to re¬ 
main rent free for five 
years. 

Kinnahan said that he
